He became a 
United States Senator, Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee, was a 
friend of Aaron Burr and a leading at- 
torney in his defense. His exploits 
showed great personal bravery, perse- 
verance, energy and skill of high order, 
but he was also perverse, violent, igno- 
rant in many ways and quarrelsome. 

In 1814 he was made a Major Gen- 
eral to serve against the British. He cap- 
tured Pensacola, their base of supplies, 
and defeated them decisively at New 
Orleans on January 6, 1815, a month

Winfield Scott 


born in Virginia on June 13, 1786.

ability, tact and common sense. He re- 
fused Andrew Jackson’s challenge to a 
duel, and his public explanation of his 
reasons therefor was so clear and sensible 
that he lost nothing of public opinion 
thereby. He was called “Old Fuss and 
Feathers” by the army on account of his 
strict adherence to the minutia of army 
regulation, and on account of certain 
errors of speech and action he was badly 
defeated when he ran for the presidency 
in 1852. 


He was still head of the army in 1861, 
although Virginia had seceded, and held 
the position until November of that 
year when he retired for age. He trav- 
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eled abroad, wrote his memoirs, and died 
at West Point, N. Y., on May 29, 1866. 





Thomas MacDonough 





ACDONOUGH was born in Dela- 
M ware, December 31, 1783, and 

died at sea on November 10, 
1825, only 42 years old but with a rec- 
ord of 25 years of valiant service to his 
country. 

He entered the navy as a Midshipman 
in 1800, was in the war with Tripoli, was 
on the Philadelphia but was absent in 
charge of a prize when it was captured, 
but had the satisfaction of being with 
Decatur when he set fire to the Phila- 
delphia and sank it. He was First Lieu- 
tenant of the Wasp in 1807-8, but then 
took a furlough and made various trips 
as commander of a merchantman. At 
the outbreak of the War of 1812 he re- 
turned to active duty and was put in

charge of the fleet on Lake Champlain. 
There he armed and supplied his fleet 
under great difficulties, but on Septem- 
ber 11, 1814, fought the battle of Platts- 
burg Bay against the British fleet and 
captured their flagship. This battle is 
held as one of the most decisive victories 
of the American Navy. 

MacDonough received many honors, 
was Commandant of the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard for three years and in 1825 
was commander of the Mediterranean 
Squadron. His health giving out, he 
gave up his command, started home to 
see his native land once more, died while 
600 miles from land, and his body was 
received at New York with all honors 
and buried at Middletown, Conn. 





Stephen Decatur 


ORN in Maryland on January 5, 
B 1799, Decatur died there in a duel 

on March 22, 1820. Only 21 years 
of age, yet he left a name that will al- 
ways thrill American youth, his capture 
and burning of the Philadelphia in the 
harbor of Tripoli being one of the 
glories of our naval history. 

The United States, like other nations, 
was paying tribute to the piratical tribes 
of the Barbary Coast to secure immunity 
for their merchant vessels in the Medi 
terranean. War was declared by Tripoli. 
In 1804 Commodore Preble heard that 
the Philadelphia, one of the best ships 
in our navy, had gone on a reef in the 
harbor of Tripoli and had been captured 
and anchored close under the harbor 
shore batteries, as well as having her 
own batteries refitted. Decatur volun- 
teered to destroy the vessel rather than 
leave her in enemy hands. 

On the Intrepid, a ketch recently cap- 
tured, and mounting but 4 guns and car- 
rying a crew of 75 men, Decatur sailed 
quietly into the harbor on the evening 
of February 16, 1804, in the face of a 
total armament of 115 guns. He reached 
and boarded the Philadelphia, cleared it 
of the enemy in five minutes, set it on 
fire and made his escape in the Intrepid 
through a hail of fire from the shore 
batteries without the loss of a man. Ad- 
miral Nelson declared this feat “the most 
bold and daring act of the age.”

The 2c Army and Navy stamps were 
sent to press on January 4, and it is 
hoped that a sufficient quantity will be 
printed and seasoned before first day 
sale so that there will not be the same 
trouble with perforations breaking apart 
as was so evident with the Ic stamps. 

Plate numbers for the 2c Army stamp 
are 21608, 21609, 21610 and 21611, all 
of which have gone to press and should 
be available on the first day of issue. 
There are four 2c Navy plates which 
also have all gone to press, numbered 
consecutively, 21612, 21613, 21614, and 
21615. 

Initial printing order for these stamps 
was 75 million of each. The 1c stamps 
of this series are going so rapidly, that 
it seems as if a further printing may be 
necessary. 

The 2c Army stamp was designed by 
Wm. K. Schrage, who used a portrait 
of a statue of Andrew Jackson in the 
United States Capitol Building in Wash 
ington and a portrait of a statue of 
Winfield Scott which is in the United 
States Soldiers Home, also at Washing- 
ton.

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Chewing the Rag

OU asked me last week, Harry, if 
Y I knew why stamps were put into 

use. I don’t. I’m frank to con- 
fess. Why? 

To keep cheating on 
postage. Letters were sent collect as a 
rule. People would write to relatives 
and the letter would be refused, but 
not until it had been looked over and 
the party to whom it was sent knew 
from certain ways of marking and ad- 
dressing that the writer was well, or 
whatever information the letter was 
meant to convey. 

That’s interesting. 
onto it? 

Some official saw a girl turn a letter 
over and over and at last hand it back. 
He questioned the girl after the post- 
man had gone and she told him the 
truth. So they figured that all letters 
should be prepaid in England, and 
then the idea of stamps to show the pre- 
payment was worked out. 

Now let’s go away back. First come 
the stampless covers, with which I think 
every U. S. collection should begin. They 
can be had from before the Revolution, 
with some very odd and _ interesting 
postmarks, and they run to April 1, 
1855, when prepayment of postage was 
made compulsory here. And the high 
rates shown on them are very interest- 
ing also.

the cost of doing business in our early 
days when you see a letter from New 
Orleans to New York with 75c postage 
marked up on it. 

Good Gosh! 
lar rate, was it? 

No, that was for a heavy letter, but 
rates did run very high up to 1851, and 
some of them even later. Dry up and 
don’t throw me off my line of thought! 

Well, England issued her two stamps 
in 1840, but in spite of the excellence 
of the idea no other countries took it up 
for quite a while. Brazil followed in 
1843 and Switzerland in 1845, but it 
took years of hammering to get Con- 
gress to provide them here. They didn’t 
come out until July 1, 1847, but before 
then a number of postmasters had got- 
ten to see their convenience and had 
gotten up stamps for use in their own 
offices. Most of them were pretty crude 
affairs but the 5c New York carries a 
grand head of Washington. 

Those stamps were put out of business 
by the 5c and 10c put out by the gov- 
ernment and most of them are pretty 
scarce and high priced of course, as none 
of them were in use two years. That 
reminds me of something that will in 
terest you, so I'll digress long enough 
to tell you about it. 


That wasn’t the regu- 


The first copy of the 10c Baltimore, 
issued by the postmaster there, was not 
found until 1896. At that time no col- 
lector could be found here who would 
pay over $2,500 for it and it was sold 
in France. Since then about ten other 
copies have gradually turned up and in 
every instance the selling price has gone 
up and up, so the last one found brought 
some $11,500. Can you figure that out? 
The more the higher the price? 

I can’t unless it means that more peo- 
ple with real money are interested in 


stamps. 
Smart lad! You may make a collector 
after all. That is it, exactly. Where 


there was one moneyed man interested 
in the earlier days there are a dozen 
now and every rarity that turns up 
finds a prompt and ready market, either 
here or abroad. There is just as much 
of a market for U. S. rarities abroad 
as there is here, and some of the finest 
U. S. collections are in Europe. 

Now let’s go back again. The Post- 
master stamps were put out of busi- 
ness by the 1847s. Know why they only 
issued those two values? Good guess! 
Yes, those were the only postal rates 
at that time for ordinary letters, 5c up 
to 300 miles and 10c beyond that and 
up to 3,000 miles. 

How do you know all that, Harry? 

Because of philatelists, my son. Not 
collectors of mint 20th Century blocks, 
but fellows who studied their stamps and 
the things connected with them and who 
proceeded to dig up information about 
them. They searched government 
records, and files of old newspapers, and 
the records of the firms that made the

ITEMS. 
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Pacific Coast Find 


The oldest philatelic thrill of making 
a find was experienced Dec. 28 by Her- 
man Herst, Jr., of New York City, 
who, while visiting Portland, Oregon, 
had the good fortune to discover a 30- 
cent 1869 U. S. stamp with flags in- 
yerted, one of the rarest of American 
stamps. The stamp, along with many 
others, was mounted in an approval book 
and priced at $3.00. Mr. Herst bought 
it as the more common variety, and did 
not recognize it as the rarity until sev- 
eral hours later. The stamp, which is 
yalued at $4,000.00, is miraculously in 
perfect condition, superbly centered, and 
extremely lightly cancelled. The red 
and blue colorings are quite brilliant 
despite the age of the stamp. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Herst, the dealer stated that 
he had paid $2.00 for the stamp, and 
that he had offered it to several col- 
lectors who had refused it. Mr. Herst 
is exhibiting the stamp in Portland, 
after which it will be forwarded to New 
York to await his return late in Janu- 
ary. It is understood that it will be 
offered for sale this Spring. 


Anthony Eden on Stamps 


The Anglo-Egyptian Treaty stamps 
went on sale on December 22nd, and 
about 200,000 sets were issued. Forty 
thousand were sent to Alexandria Post- 
office and small quantities went to the 
various other postoffices in Egypt. The 
balance of a hundred and fifty thousand 
sets were maintained at the head office 
in Cairo. 

Ten special windows were opened and 
the first day they sold five sets to each 
person, but the next day until they were 
sold out on December 26th, only one 
set was allowed to each person. 

The stamps were greeted by all as 
being marvelous in appearance. The pic-

Only the key plate need 
be scrapped, as no change in the duty- 
plates is involved. 


MR. FARLEY Mr. Albert H. Harris, 
IN LONDON Editor of the Phila- 

telic Magazine of Lon- 
don, interviewed our genial Postmaster 
General James A. Farley when Mr. Far- 
ley visited London on his recent trip. 
Mr. Farley promised Mr. Harris to look 
into the matter of the ban on shipping 
catalogues and foreign philatelic works 
containing illustrations that are objec- 
tionable to the United States Govern- 
ment, into the United States. 

We hope that Mr. Farley does not 
forget this promise and we wonder why 
Mr. Harris did not also ask Mr. Farley 
to look into the shipment of stamps into 
this country. 

Custom regulations require that each 
wrapper, envelope or container contain- 
ing a number of stamps must be marked 
as “made in” the country from which 
shipped. 

Any school boy knows that a bunch of 
Bulgarian stamps purchased from a 
wholesale dealer in London are not made 
in London and no amount of marking 
them thus will make it so. We also 
know that many shipments of stamps in 
quantity are in the form of 100 stamps 
tied with a piece of thread or light 
twine and if the Custom people can tell 
anyone how they can mark this thread 
or twine with the magic words we will 
be glad to have the information to pass 
on to dealers and importers. 

The trouble and confusion over this 
law or ruling is centered only in certain 
spots in America where over-zealous in- 
spectors lean too far backward in an 
attempt to interpret and apply the rul- 
ing. Just a wee bit of sane judgment 
would eliminate the trouble. 

Any American knows the object of 
this ‘made in” mark on imported goods. 
It is to so mark the goods that Ameri- 
can buyers can discriminate in making

ANOTHER CRASH. 

The fourth crash of the month to oc- 
cur on regularly scheduled trips occurred 
December 27 when a plane of the United 
Airlines bound for Los Angeles from San 
Francisco crashed about two miles east 
of the Saugus emergency landing field in 
a dense storm. The plane left San Fran- 
cisco at 5:30 p. m. 

CRASHES ON MAJOR AIRLINES 


Since our last column, two more ma- 
jor airline crashes have occurred on mail 
transports. On December 18, a North- 
western Airlines plane crashed in the 
mountains 20 miles south of Kellogg, 
Ida. The plane was bound from Mis- 
soula, Mont., to Spokane. 

On December 19, a plane of the 
Eastern Airlines which connects with 
the Pan-American Airways at Miami, 
bound for Newark, became lost and 
crashed in the Pocono Mountains in 
New Jersey. Snow storms are the causes 
of both accidents. 


Sixteen pouches (500 lbs.) of mail 
were carried on the Northwestern Lines 
plane polited by Livermore and Haid 
who crashed December 18 south of Kel- 
logg, Idaho, and 7 pouches were recov- 
ered when the bodies of the pilots were 
found.

Here is my last word about these first 
day covers cancelled on naval vessels: 
It is possible to get first day issues of 
stamps cancelled on naval vessels le- 
gitimately provided the stamps are ob- 
tained early at the Washington post- 
office and then by some method the cov- 
ers are rushed to a ship before the mail 
clerk leaves off for the day and goes to 
his home ashore. There are many per- 
fectly legitimate first day covers so can- 
celled, but the fact remains that for all 
those which are genuine there are many 
times more that are back-dated by ac- 
commodating mail clerks. Inability to 
distinguish the good from the bad makes 
the hobby of collecting such covers a 
hazard at the best. The only way to 
guarantee the authenticity of such cov- 
ers, as I’ve pointed out before, is to have 
them come back to you general delivery, 
so your own postoffice will backstamp 
them. You can tell by the back stamp 
and the time required for covers to ar- 
rive from the ship whether they are 
genuine. Now, let’s forget that for all 
time to come.
